To ennb'e the rotation system to be efficient- 
ly applies, it was necessary to have adequate 
control over distribution. To obtain this 
very large number of existing regulating works 
of all descriptions were repaired, if not too far 
advanced in decay, and many new ones were 
built. ‘The scheme of main and branch canals 
was also developed. The irrigation machinery 
for controlling the water grew annaally in 
perfection to the extent that funds allowed. 

An improvement in working the canals was 
made by introdacing dredging to clear the 
main canals. Formerly, in order to clear them 
by hand, they had to be closed, often when 
water was wanted, the labourers employed 
being unpaid and unfed and beatea, under the 
Corvéo system. The Oorvée that used to 
execute the annual earthwork of canal clear- 
ances and bank irs bas now been entirely 
abolished ; the work is paid for, and it is better 
done than before, being controlled by capable 
engineérs instead of by ignorant ‘task-mastera 
with ‘“kourbashes.”
